office Department had called a 
meeting of mail contract holders, to 
tell them it would be necessary to 
work out a plan for trimming pay- 
ments under an appropriation cut. 
Extensions and the Law. 

Austin referred to a recent letter 
to the committee from Postmaster- 
General Farley, terming illegal the 
extension of contracts in 1929 for 
a period of six months, and asked if 
this were true. 

Brown replied the extensions 
were made under a specific pro- 
vision of the law in existence prior 
to the McNary-Watres Act. He said 
the department had withheld route 
certificates “in the public interest” 
until legislation could be enacted 
to eliminate the “vicious method of 
payment.” 

“When these conferences were 
being held, did you have any finan- 
cial interests which might influence 
your decision?” Austin asked. 
did not,” Brown said. He added 
that he made no specific promises 

as a result of the 1930 conference. 
“He Approved the Policy.” 

Austin next asked Brown to 
establish exactly what he wished 
to say regarding Mr. Hoover's ap- 
proval of his actions. “He ap- 
proved the policy that we pursued 
in developing the aeronautical in- 
dustries,” Brown replied. 

“Did President Hoover approve 
the contracts or extensions which 
have been in question here and 
which have been discussed?” Aus- 
tin asked. Brown said Mr. Hoover 
had not been familiar with the de- 
tails, but merely with the “broad 
outline of policies.” He added he 
never had discussed the contracts 
with Mr. Hoover. 

Checks From Bagley. 

Brown gave his explanation of 
checks drawn in his favor by the 
late Joseph Bagley, his partner in a 
brokerage account. 

Two checks, one for $11,005 and 
the other for $45,000, Brown said, 
were for Brown’s share in the prof- 
its of their 1928 stock operations. 
Both were drawn in 1929.

“T have assumed the real issue 
before us,” Brown said, “was wheth- 
er my postal administration had fol- 
lowed the policy pursued by Con- 
gress in ocean and air mail mat- 
ters.” 

On 50-50 Basis, He Says. 

Brown had testified the broker- 
age operations were conducted 50- 
50. 
Chairman Black’s questioning led 
Brown through wheat as well as 
stock dealings. 

Black then turned to Bagley’s 
representation of E. L. Bruce & 
Co., whose patented flooring blocks, 
according to Bruce's testimony, 
were the only ones that could fit 
postoffice specifications drawn up 
during Brown’s administration. 

The Bruce Company, Brown 
said, got only subcontracts. 

“Do you know what postoffice 
site purchases Mr. Bagley received 
commissions on?” Brown was 
asked. Brown mentioned the Bos- 
ton site, asserting he had not 
known Bagley was profiting fi- 
nancially. 

“I wouldn’t say he brought that 
about; he pressed the desirability 
of it,” Brown said. 

“I thought it was a practice we 
could not tolerate,” Brown added, 
referring to the obtaining of post- 
office site options by a “Mr. White- 
ford.” He said he gave instruc- 
tions that such sites. not be pur- 
chased. 

“You didn’t do that in the case 
of the Bruce blocks, did you?” 
Black asked. “No, I thought that 
was in the public interest.” 

Three Mellons Wrote to Him. 

Brown at one point testified that 
Andrew W. Melion, R. K. Mellon 
and W. L. Melion had written him 
in the interest of an air mail con- 
tract sought by Pittsburgh Avie- 
tion Industries, Inc. Andrew Mel- 
lon never took it up with him per- 
sonally, although he saw him fre- 
quently, Brown added. “He wrote 
me a perfunctory letter,” Brown 
continued, “Semebody stirred him

After Brown had testified yester- 
day that his policy was intended to 
“build up the passenger-carrying 
lines,” Black elicited from him the 
statement that only three lines 
which had carried passengers prior 
to passage of the Watres Act re 
ceived air mail contracts under his 
administration. The Watres Act 
provided that contracts could only 
be awarded to lines with as much 
as six months’ experience over 
250-mile routes. 

Black then read into the record a 
long list of the names of passenger- 
earrying companies which were 
able to meet these requirements but 
did not receive contracts. 

It has previously been shown that 
the principal author of the Watres 
Act was William P. MacCracken, 
former Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce, whom the Senate last week 
sentenced to 10 days’ imprisonment 


Naming 16 passenger-carrying 
operators who were not invited to 
send representatives to the 1930 
conference on the air map at the 
Postoffice Department, Black 
asked: “Were not these uninvited 
companies among thé real aviation | 
pioneers in this country?” Brown 
said some of them were. 

Speculating Account. 

Black suddenly switched to 
Brown's secret joint stock speculat- 
ing account with Joseph H. Bagley. 
Brown said: 

“Mr. Bagley was an old friend of 
mine. I had left a lucrative law 
practice in Toledo, and came down 
to Washington at a modest salary 
(the Postmaster-General’s salary 
then was $15,000 a year). He sim- 
ply wanted to make some money 
for me,” Brown said. He couldn’t 
be sure whether he put up any cash 
or collateral to open the account, 
but it was his impression that Bag- 
ley supplied all of it. 

The account “made a little 
money” in 1928, the witness went 
on, but in 1929 it lost $434,000. 
Brown, however, did not take any 
part of it. His share of the loss 
was assumed by the Toledo Trust 


Bagley’s will, making Brown his 
heir and the executor of his will, 
was made in 1931, when Brown was 
still Postmaster-General, and while 
Bagley’s firm was receiving con- 
tracts to supply flooring material 
for postoffices. 

Black produced Bagley’s .income 
tax report for 1929, which showed 
that in that year he received total 
dividends of $172,400. “At that 
time,” Brown said, “he thought he 
was worth between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000.” Eventually the value of 
his estate dwindled to approximate- 
ly $50,000. 

Evidence that Brown accepted 
blank signed checks from Bagley 
was introduced. 

Chairman Black produced the 
check stubs, which bore the nota- 
tion: “Signed checks given to W. F. 
B.” P 

The former Postmaster-General 
said the checks “represented some 
very private transactions which Mr. 
Bagley didn’t want to handle per- 
sonally.” He did not say what they 
were. 

Brown also testified, under Black's 
questioning, that he and Bagley 
htad a joint bank account, in addi- 
tion to their joint stock speculating 
account. He explained: “As I re- 
member it; Mr. Bagley wanted me 
to be able to get money when he 
was out of town.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Opposi- 
tion greeted an order today from

table for Negroes be set aside in 
the Senate office building restau- 
rant. 

A petition “demanding” that the 
Rules Committee rescind the action 
was started by Senators Smith 
(Dem.), South Carolina, and Bank- 
head (Dem.), Alabama. 

Smith told Copeland before 
leaving for South Carolina that if 
the Negroes were not barred from 
the restaurant by Monday he would 
carry the matter to the Senate 
floor. 

The controversy developed dur- 
ing hearings on the Wagner-Costi- 
gan Federal lynching bill, which 
would transfer to Federal courts 
prosecution of Iynchers. 

A Negro woman was ejected 
forcibly from the Senate office 
building restaurant, and yesterday 
during the rush hour a Negro re- 
porter was served there. 


INVALID 1S FOUND GUILTY 
OF KILLING WIFE'S ADMIRER 


A. J. Wolf Convicted of Manslaugh- 
ter at Kalamazoo; Maximum 
Term 15 Years. 

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Feb.. 22.— 
Alexander J. Wolf, invalid husband, 
was convicted of manslaughter last 
night for the killing of his wife's 
admirer. 

Wolf shot and killed John Fran- 
cis Welsh, of a wealthy Kalamazoo 
family, as Welsh and Mrs. Zelda 
Wolf returned from a night club 
early in the morning of Jan. 7. The 
30-year-old defendant shot Welsh to 
death as Mrs. Wolf looked on, after 
Welsh had told him “as long as 
Zelda is willing for me to buy her 
drinks I don’t care what you 
think.” Maximum penalty for man- 
slaughter is 15 years.

Accused Man Intimates Mrs. 
Pearl Dancey Tried to Get 
Him to Kill Husband.

NEVADA, Mo., Feb. 22.—Testi- 


mony that Mrs, E. Pearl Dancey 
sought to have her husband, Robert, 
killed, was brought out at Virgil 
Wells’ preliminary hearing. today 
on a charge of murder in connec- 
tion with the death of the 29-year- 
old woman writer. 

Wells, ex-convict and associate of 
Mrs. Dancey, was held for trial on 
a first degree murder charge. Af- 


ter the hearing he was taken back 
to jail, where he had been com- 
mitted without bond. 

Walter Hallett, attorney for 
Wells, during his cross-examination 
of Sheriff C. N. Dutton, asked: “At 
some time prior to the death of 
Mrs. Dancey, was something said to 
you about Mrs. Dancey trying to 
get Wells to kill her husband?” 
“Yes,” replied the sheriff, “but I 
don’t recall all about it. I didn’t 
understand she was trying to get 
Wells to do it.” 

Dancey did not attend the hear- 
ing. 

Wells Says Death Was Suicide. 
After the hearing, as Wells was 
waiting to be taken back to jail, he 
discussed his relationship with Mrs. 
Dancey and the motor car ride Fri- 
day, which, according to his ac- 
count, ended with the woman shoot- 
ing herself. · He spoke of a desire 
expressed by Mrs. Dancey that he 
kill hér husband. 

Wells said the suicide of Mrs. 
Dancey occurred about 12 miles 
from here on Highway No. 54, as 
they were returning to Nevada. He 
said Mrs. Dancey had been asking 
him to take her to Kansas City. 

“T didn’t want to do that,” he 
said. “I didn’t want to take her in 
the car, because I knew she wanted 
to continue arguing with me and 
try to get me to kill her husband.” 
Mrs. Dancey’s body was found in 
her motor car parked in a cemetery 
here last Saturday. She had been 
shot in the breast. \ 

“IT saw Mrs. Dancey put the muz- 
zle of the gun against the right 
side of her chest,” Wells said. “I 
was driving and I reached for the 
gun. I tried to keep her from shoot- 
ing herself. I -was driving the. car 
at 45 miles an hour and the next 
thing I knew there was a blast and 
then she was dead beside me.”

In Bankruptcy Court, where elec- 
trifying events are not uncommon, 
two men—a busines’ man and a 
professional man--are disclaiming 
any interest in $20,000. 

John H, Ledbetter, bankrupt eléc- 
trical contractor, told Referee in 
Bankruptcy Hope yesterday that he 
had no 25 per cent, or any other in- 
terest in a $212,500 contract for 
electrical work on the Municipal 
Auditorium, net profits of which 
another witness had estimated at 


$40,000. 
Ledbetter’s attorney, Jerome fF. 


Duggan, with apparent reluctance | 


but plainly, was equally emphatic 
in disclaiming a share in the prof- 
its. 

The trustee in bankruptcy, John 
C. Kappel Jr., was seeking to es- 
tablish an agreement to split the 
profits in four equal parts by Led- 
better, Duggan, Orville E, Jennings, 
former international vice-president 
of the Electrical Workers’ Union, 
in Bankruptcy Court as a debtor, 
and Chester H. Chaplineé, whose 
electrical company got the contract 

om the Boaz-Kiel Construction 
Co., builder of the auditorium. 

Not Listed in Assets. 

Should the trustee be successful 
in proving his contention, Ledbet- 
ter probably would not be insolvent 
and his creditors likely would be 
paid in full on their claims of 
about $6800. Ledbetter’s testimony 
was consistent with his bankrupt- 
cy schedule, which listed no in- 
terest in the contract among assets 
valued at $4990. He filed a volun- 
tary bankruptcy petition a year 
ago as the Aetna Wiectric Co. 

Jennings is the only one claim- 
ing a partial interest in the con- 
tract. He filed a suit for an ac- 
counting of the profits in Circuit 
Court last December against Led- 
better, Duggan, Chapline and oth- 
ers. 

Chapline, whose testimony is 
scheduled to be heard at a resump- 
tion of the bankruptcy hearing 
March 2, is not expected to testify 
that anyone but the Chapline-Elec- 
tric Co. is entitled to any profits 
under the contract. 

Previously Jennings had testified 
that he, Chapline and Ledbetter 
entered an oral agreement to form 
the Aetna WBlectric Co., intending 
to incorporate it, with the princi- 
pal purpose of obtaining the elec- 
trical contract on the auditorium. 
He and Chapline, he said, were to 
put up the money, while Ledbetter 
was to furnish equipment and 
manage the company on salary. 

Chapline Firm Gets Job. 

He put up $700, he said, but re- 
ceived $600 from Chapline after the 
contract was awarded to Chapline’s 
company. He said he was informed 
the Aetna company was to get the 
contract but that it was given to 
Chapline’s company when it was 
determined that Ledbetter could 
not furnish satisfactory contractor’s 
bond. 

Duggan’s one-fourth interest 
arose, he said, because the lawyer 
was to help in getting the contract 
for Aetna. Duggan said he had 
sought to get thé award for Aetna 
simply because Ledbetter was a 
client.and old friend. 

An injunction suit to restrain the 
city from letting the building con- 
tract for the auditorium, in which 
Duggan represented the Jackson 
Johnson Jr. post of the American 
Legion, was dismissed in-July, 1932. 
The legion post contended the audi- 
torium site was part of the memo- 
rial plaza and should: be used only 
for plaza or soldiers’ memorial pur- 
poses. Duggan's testimony: was 
that the injunction suit was dis- 
missed by instruction from the le- 
gion post. 

Denies Promise of Contract. 

Bert Boaz, secretary-treastrer of 
the Boaz-Kiel company, testified 
yesterday that the electrical con- 
tract had never been promised to 
Aetna and that it was awarded to 
= Chapline company solely on the 
basis of merit. He said flatly he 
knew of no arrangement to split 
the profits or to substitute the 
Chapline company for the Aetna 
company in letting the sub-contract. 

Referring to ‘allegations in Jen- 
nings’ accounting suit that some 
of the profits had been invested in 
the Pavo-Royale Country. Club, 
formerly the Riverview Club, the 
trustee asked Duggan and Led- 
better if they had any financial in- 
terest in the club. 

Ledbetter declared he had no in- 
terest in it and Duggan said his 
only interest was in a légal fee. 
Duggan explained that he had in- 
corporated the Pavo-Royale for a 
client and had represented an- 
other client in the purchase of the 
grounds. The club, he said, was

SHOW SLIGHT DECLINE 


$22,000,000 in January on 
Spirits, Beer and Wine—$24,- 
000;000 in December.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. — In- 
ternal Revenue .Bureau figures 
show that January tax collections 
on distilled spirits, beer and wine 
amounted to $22,132,000, as  com- 
pared with $24,428,000 in December. 
Beer accounted for a $2,600,000 de- 
crease, while the liquor production 
tax jumped from $8,651,000 to $9,- 
651,000. | : re 

All January internal revenue col- 
lections came to $182,404,000, as 
compared with $302,431,000 in De- 
cember and $86,804,000 in January, 
1933. January income tax pay- 
ments were only $15,850,000, as com- 
pared with $128,285,000 in Decem- 
ber, the month of fourth period 
payments on 1932 incomes. 

Tobacco taxes in the first month 
of 1934 were $40,974,000, compared 
with $28,171,000 in December, with 
the levy on cigarettes supplying 
most of the’ différence by increas- 
ing from $23,399,000 to $34,450,000. 

Stamp taxes on capital stock and 
bond issues increased from $1,194,- 
000 to $1,678,000 between December 
and January, while capital stock 
transfers went from $2,037,000 to 
$2,294,000. 

Manufacturers’ excise tax pay- 
ments in January were $29,648,000, 
as against $37,214,000 in December.’ 
The declines were distributed, but 
a reduction in the gasoline tax 
from 1% to 1 cent a gallon dropped 
this revenue from $22,710,000 to $17,- 
677,000. 

Automobiles paid only $711,000, 
as compared with $1,413,000 in De- 
cember, while tires increased from 
$1,560,000 to $1,678,000. Miscel- 
laneous collections dropped from 
$9,242,000 to $8,489,000. 

Agricultural processing taxes 
were $43,312,000 in January, as com- 
pared with $46,634,000 the previous 
month. * 


CHINESE PLEA TO ROOSEVELT

It was recently re- 
ported that China was considering 
an embargo on silver to combat 
American efforts to assist the 
metal. 


377,000 ADDITIONAL ACRES 
FOR THE NATIONAL FORESTS 


Purchase Plans Completed at 
Washington; Average Price 
$2.50 an Acre.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—A total 
area of 377,302 acres was approved 
yesterday for purchase as an addi- 
tioon to the national forests by the 
National Forest Reservation Com- 
mission. 

Completion of purchase plans for 
this area, mostly in small tracts of 
timber land in all states east of the 
Great Plains, together with §12,372 
acres approved Jan. 11, brings the 
total of land acquired under the 
program inaugurated last spring to 
more than 3,000,000 acres. The aver- 
age price was $2.50 an acre. 

Acreage approved for purchase in 
national forests includes: Gascon- 
ade, 7171, to cost $17,500; Illini, 800, 
to cost $4000.

30,000 NOTICES FOR TAX 
RETURNS ARE SENT OUT 


They Have Not Listed Personal 
Property Although Served With 
Blanks. 


Post card notices have been 
mailed by Assessor Coale to 30,000 
persons who have failed to make 
personal property returns for 1934 
taxation purposes. The recipients 
are persons on whom blanks for 
making returns have been served 
by Deputy Assessors, but who have 
not filed the returns.

| stationg. 


Of the men dropped in the city 
1982 were employed by the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sewers; 104 by 
the President's office of the Board 
of Public Service, and 48 by the 
Department of Public Utilities. In 
most instances the work on which 
they were engaged is to be ter- 
minated; in others, forces are be- 
ing reduced. 

Work abandoned in the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sewers includes 
cleaning and repairs of streets, al- 
leys, sewer inlets, the river front, 
and repairs of equipment and street 
signs. Forty of the 48 men engaged 
in a sewer survey for the Board of 
Publie Service were dropped, and 74 
of 92 who were compiling a bench 
mark survey. The Department of 
Public Utilities dropped 48 who 
were repairing water boxes and 
painting fire plugs. 

Each week from now until May 
1, when the CWA program is to 
end, further reductions will be made 
in forces, at the rate of 2100 in the 
city and 500 in the county.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—A pos- 
sible veto—tne first of the Roose- 
velt regime—was foreseen today in 
connection with the revolt in the 
Senate on the subject of veterans’ 
benefits.

A Republican-Democratic bloc, 


encouraged by a successful uprising 
yesterday against the economy act, 
pressed forward in an attempt to 
loosen Treasury purse strings in 
veterans’ matters. Two presidential 
compromises have already liberal- 
ized benefits for the ex-soldiers, but 
the bloc wants more. 

An open telephone wire from the 


Capitol to the White House was 
ready to carry quick word to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of the extent of the 
Senate challenge. 
By a vote of 41 to 40 yesterday, 
the Senate, voting on the indepen- 
dent offices appropriation bill, over- 
threw provisions in the economy act 
for Federal pay slash@. This led 
leaders to predict today that if the 
same thing happens on veterans’ 
matters and the House concurs, the 
President will send up a veto for 
the first time. 
‘Administration leaders worked to 
press regulars into line behind the 
latest President compromise, put 
forward by Senator Byrnes (Dem.), 
South Carolina, 
Compromise Provisions. 
Under this plan veterans “pre- 
sumed” to have disabilities connect- 
ed with service would be restored 
to the rolls, until their cases can be 
settled by the Board of Appeals. 
Each would get 75 per cent of the 
compensation allowed before the 
economy act of-last March. . The 
compromise would also write into 


law a provision for free hospitaliza- | 


tion for needy ex-soldiers, and free 
domiciliary care for the permanent- 
ly disabled. 
The concessions left untouched 
the fourth point: in an American 
Legion program, which has gained 
strong support. This would pen- 
sion World War widows and 
orphans. Other amendments sug- 
gest new outlays, 
Meanwhile Senator Shipstead, 
Farmer-Laborite from Minnesota, 
gave the Senate a bonus bill. He 
introduced yesterday a bill for im- 
mediate cash payment of adjusted 
service certificates. 


The House is due to take a bonus 
vote March 12. The President has 
passed the word that a veto al- 
most certainly awaits such a bill. 

On the vote yesterday to restore 
the full 15 per cent Federal pay cut 
July 1, the full strength of the Sen- 
ate was not present. Thirteen 
Democrats joined a Republican 
lineup to give a 41 to 40 victory. 
Ninety-six ballots would be the full- 
est possible Senate vote, 60 of the 
members being Democrats. 

A vote to restore one-third of the 
Federal pay cut, involving $26,000,- 
000, effective from Feb. 1, to July 
1, came before restoration of the 
full 15 per cent after that date, 
which will cost another $189,000,- 
000. 

The 13 Democrats voting for this 
proposal, offered by Senator Mc- 
Carran (Dem.), Nevada, were 
joined by Shipstead of Minnesota, 
the Farmer-Laborite member, and 
27 Republicans. 

One Republican—Couzens of 
Michigan—voted with 39 Democrats 
in opposition. 


The 13 Democrats who bolted the 
administration cause were Bone, 
Bulow, Copeland, Costigan, . Dill, 
George, Long, McCarran, Neely, 
Reynolds, Thomas, Oklahoma; 
Thomas, Utah, and Van Nuys. 
Democratic leaders told newspa- 
per men many Democrats had said 
they had to vote against the ad- 
ministration on the question be- 
cause of individual pledges in their 
campaigns. 

Other liberalizing amendments 
approved were one by Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, to in- 
crease the pay of workers in navy 
yards so that 48 hours pay woblid 
be given for a 40-hour week, and 
one by Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, restoring purely admin- 
istrative promotions to fill vacan- 
cies in Government departments.

$26,715 TAKEN OUT 


$1,028,763 Now Provided 
of 54 
Items Until Close of the 


to Take Care 


Fiscal Year. 


Meeting behind closed Woors yes- 
terday, the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee of the Board of Aldermen 


recommended passage of the sup 
plementary appropriations bill to 
meet needed city expenditures un- 
til the end of the fiscal year in 


April. 

The bill, the cause of a caustic 
exchange of statements between 
Mayor Dickmann, who charged the 
committee with dilatory tactics, and 
several committee members, who 


said,the delay resulted from lack 
of co-operation by the Mayor and 
department heads, was approved by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, and will-come up for a 
vote by the Board of Aldermen to- 
morrow. 

The committee, in a three-hour 
executive session, made deductions 
totaling $26,715 and added $40,000, 
for a net increase of $13,285. The 
recommended appropriation is now 
$1,028,263, covering 54 items. 

Secrecy Sets Precedent. 

The committee established some- 
thing of a precedent by holding an 
executive session, as it has been 
the practice in the past to hold 
open committee meetings. Re- 
porters, who sought admittance, 
were met by the Negro sergeant- 
at-arms of the Board of Aldermen 
and politely informed that they 
would have to wait outside. until 
the meeting was over.

PROGRESSIVE MINERS. 
T0 APPEAL TO COURTS 


Object to Coal Board Decision 
Upholding United Workers’ 
_ Contract. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. — Offi- 
cers of the -Progressive Miners of 
America today took up with Rep- 
resentatives Schaefer (Dem.) of 
East St. Louis, and Dirksen (Rep.) 
of Pekin, Ill., the decision of the 
National Bituminous Coal Labor 
Board which held that the ruling 
yesterday of Division No. 2 was 


correct in declaring that the con-/ 
tracts between the Peabody Coal’ 


Co. and the’ United Mine Workers 
of America, made in 1932 in Saline 
County, Illinois, were valid. 

The Progressives had insisted 
the contracts were invalid because 
a number of the 1932 United Mine 
Workers have since joined the Pro- 
gressives. They said’ a referendum 
of employes had never been held 
on the contracts. 

The Progressives said they would 
fight the case “through the courts.” 

President Claude Pearcy of the 
Progressives said that as a major- 
ity of the Peabody miners were 
members of the Progressive or- 
ganization they should be permit- 
ted to hold a referendum. 

The United Mine Workers have 
declared that their contract with 
the Peabody concern requires them 
to furnish miners from other towns 
to fulfill the contract. The con- 
troversy has resulted in consider- 
able violence in Southern IMllinois. 

“There was no lawyer on the 
board,” said Pearcy, “and from the 
fact that the board handed down 
no written opinion it is apparent 
that they could not find a lawyer, 
from Donald Richberg, general 
NRA counsel, down, who was able 
to write an opinion that would jus- 
tify a decision against the Pro- 
gressives from a legal standpoint.

Readjustment managers of the 
bankrupt Frisco Railroad probably 
will be asked to turn over to its 
trustees $400,000. appropriated by 
the railroad to further its reorgani- 
zation plan recently abandoned, it 
was said today by Frank A. Thomp- 
son, counsel for John G. Lonsdale, 
trustee. 

Thompson’s statement followed 
the filing in Federal Court yester- 
day of a report by the readjust- 
ment managers which stated they 
had spent or contracted to spend 
$372,988 of the fund. 

Thompson said he would, within 
10 days, ask Federal Judge Faris 
to instruct the readjustment man- 
agers to turn over to the trustees 
at least $318,850, which, he said, 
was the balance that remained in 
the fund on Nov. 1, 1932, when re- 
ceivers were named for the rail- 
road. 
May Ask for All of Fund. 

He said it was quite possible he 
would ask that the entire $400,000 
be surrendered, on the theory that 
when it was appropriated, four 
months before the receivership, the 
readjustment managers, being. di- 
rectors of the railroad and members 
of its executive committee, must 
have known that the road was in- 
solvent. 

Immediately after the appoint- 
ment of receivers, Thompson said, 
the readjustment managers, as 
agents of the railroad, should have 
delivered to the receivers all of the 
fund that remained in their posses- 
sion. 

While the order of Judge Faris 
in naming receivers instructed all 
agents of the road to turn over 
to the receivers any of its assets in 
their possession, Thompson said, it 
was not until three months later 
that Lonsdale learned of the exist- 
ence of the fund. When he did learn 
of it, Thompson said, Lonsdale was 
led to believe that it would be 
proper to leave it in the hands of 
the readjustment managers. 

Last November, however, Thomp- 
son was appointed counsel for Lons- 
dale, and immediately after his ap- 
pointment, notified the readjust- 
ment managers and their bank, the 
Chemical National of New York, 
that he would not approve any fur- 
ther withdrawals from the fund, 
which then contained an unexpect- 
ed balance of $196,849. 

Assurance was given to him 
then, Thompson said, that there 
would be no further withdrawals. 
One of the New York attorneys for 
the readjustment managers, he 
said, came to see him later, and 
agreed to file an accounting of the 
fund and submit it to the juris- 
diction of the Federal Court here. 

Accounting Is 

In pursuance of that agreement 
the accounting was filed yesterday. 
It lists expenditures of $204,105 al- 
ready made and unpaid obligations 
of $168,883. In addition, the report 
states, the railroad company itself 
has spent $18,623 to further the 
plan, making a total of $391,611. 

With the accounting, there was 
filed a request that the court and 
the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion approve the unpaid bills. Ex- 
penses would not have been much 
greater, it is stated, had the plan 
been carried to successful conclu- 
sion. It was dropped because of 
opposition by the ,I. C. C., the 
RFC and other creditors. 

In support of the contention that 
expenses were not excessive, the 
managers state that the four prin- 
‘cipal items of expense, paid or con- 
tracted for, are $125,000 for attor- 
ney fees; $115,949-for fees of deposi- 
tories; $21,956 for printing and 
$37,537 for advertising, a total of 
$300,442. 

This total is contrasted with 
$964,439 for those items in the 
Frisco reorganization of 1919; $1,- 
096,332 said to have been spent for 
those purposes in the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas reorganization of 1921; 
$1,722,443 in the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul reorganization of 1925, 
and $824,937, exclusive of printing 
costs, which were not available, in 
the Missouri-Pacific reorganization 
of 1916. 

Counsel fees the managers have 
paid and proposed to pay include 
$100,000 to the New York firm of 
Cravath, de Gersdorff, Swaine & 
Wood, and $25,000 to the St. Louis 
firm, Carter & Jones. The New 
York attorneys have already re- 
ceived $25,000, and the St. Louis 
lawyers, $10,000. 

Principal items in the $204,105 al- 
ready paid are $34,012 for advertis- 
ing, $20,868 for printing, $7 4,037 for 
compensation and $25,000 for a 
force of -solicitors. Among the 
largest of the unpaid expenses are 
items.of $75,000 for the New York 
attorneys, $15,000 for the St. Louis 
lawyers, $22,500 for E. N. Brown,

for fluid milk as near the parity 
price as feasible, favoring the fix- 


ing of a reasonable minimum price}. 


for the retail sale of milk in all 


areas where the producer-distrib- 
uter handles a large part of the 
milk produced, and calling for com- 
mittes to confer with the Farm Ad- 
ministration and draft proposed 
amendments. 

Representative Eagle (Dem.), 
Texas, told the committee the Farm 
Administration was controlled by 
Communists. He referred, he said, 
to “Rex Tugwell and his bunch.” 
Tugwell is Assistant Secretary of 


Agriculture. 
“Program Based on Theory.” 
Representative Smith (Dem.), 


Virginia, who presided, said under 
the present milk policy producer 
prices were being made without re- 
gard to local conditions and with- 
out respect to the cost of produc- 
tion or the parity price.

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“STABLES FOUND 
IN POSSESSION 
OF STIMULANT

CHICAGO, Feb. 22—Stimulating 

or “doping” race horses in Illinois 


will be absolutely crushed, Peter 


B. Carey, president of the Chicago 
Board of Trade ani chairman of 
the newly created Illinois Racing 


Commission, said yesterday in re-| Char 


vealing the policies of the commis- 
sion controlling the sport. 


“We have reports from some of | ;,, 


the winter tracks that some of the 
trainers who have become afraid 
to ‘dope’ their horses with narcotics 
have been using whisky, brandy, 
gin and even a cup of coffee to 
stimulate them,” Mr. Carey said. 


“The rules of the Illinois Racing| ‘y 


Commission will prevent the use 
of stimulants of any kind. 

“In other words, the discovery of 
anything in the stables where race 
horses are quartered that might be 
considered a stimulant will be evi- 
dence enough to cause disbarment 
from racing in Ilinois.” 

Veterinarian at Each Track. 

Chairman Carey, who will serve 
as commissioner without salary, 
along with his two associates, Wal- 
ter Peacock, Chicago jeweler, and 
Leo Spitz, an attorney, said that a 
veterinarian would be stationed at 
each of the six tracks in Chicago 
and make whatever tests consid- 
ered necessary if suspicion existed 
that a horse had been “doped.” 

If it becomes necessary to admin- 
ister narcotics. or other stimulants 
to thoroughbreds because of illness 
or injuries, Chairman Carey said 
that stimulants would have to be 
removed from the stables immedi- 
ately after the horse had been 
treated, ! 

“We shall insist upon clean rac- 
ing. I never owned a horse or 


owned stock in a race track and_/ran. 


never found it convenient to visit 
a Chicago race track within the 


-last three years,” Chairman Carey 


said. “I have no axes to grind and 
neither have my associates. So 
everybody is assured of a square 
deal.” 

Under the State law enacted by 
the Legislature this winter, no per- 
son connected with racing, or with 
a race track, was eligible for mem- 
bership upon the commission. 

The various race tracks in the 
State, which will present the rich- 
est turf program of 1934 of any 
_state in the country, have been no- 
tified to file their applications for 
licenses, and for dates, not later 
than March 4. 

May Hold Hearing to Name Dates. 

“These licenses will be granted 
or refused some time between 
March 1 and 15,” Chairman Carey 
said. “If the tracks cannot agree on 
dates that will not conflict we shall 
hold a hearing before the dates are 
granted.” 

For several years racing has 
flourished in Illinois without the 
guiding hand of a racing commis-| 


_ sion. The Illinois Turf Association, 


composed of executives of the vari- 
ous tracks, have granted or refused 
jockey and trainer licenses and 
awarded racing dates heretofore. 

There has been considerable agi- 
tation in racing circles, however, 


. that a racing commission composed 


of disinterested parties be formed, 
and the State Legislature passed a 
law creating a commission. George 
Foster, a Chicago attorney, was 
appointed secretary of the Racing 
Commission.

pects of the double. Your partner 
knows that it is safe for him to 
make his natural response, which- 
ever of the two kinds of double you 
may have made on this particular 
occasion. The opponents, however, 
do not know what their next move 
should be in most instances; are you 
trapping them to overbid or to un- 
derbid? Your partner’s innocence 
at this stage, and the fact that his 
response is more or less automatic, 


_ combine to induce the intervening 


opponent to pass on many occasions 
where he would gain by bidding, 
and may also tempt either of them 
to pass at the wrong time in the 
hope of trapping you. If you are 
using the doubles rightly, this 
should be a vain hope except in rare 
freakish hands, as when you dou- 
bled you had already looked a move 
ahead and were prepared for 
whatever contract your side might 
be consigned to as a result of the 
double. 


THE PARTNER’S ROLE is easy 
on the first round; it is only on 
some later round that he may be 
called on to exercise judgment, re- 
straint, initiative, imagination. If 
the intervening opponent bids over 
the double, your partner is now re- 
lieyed from the obligation to bid. 
He should pass unless he has some 
really constructive/information to 
give. The nature of that bid over 
your double should; in conjunction 
with his own holdings, furnish him 
with important inferences and val- 
uable guidance. For instance, if 
the bidding had been 


North: One spade. 
East (my partner): Double. 
South: Two spades. 


now I would consider it likely that 
my partner had hearts, but would 
not have any indication as to which 
type of double he had made. If 
I had a club suit as good as K Q J 
x x or Q 10 x x x x and not less 
than three hearts in my hand, I 
would bid three clubs. This indi- 
cates the bid in which we should 
take a sacrifice (which might turn 
out not to be one at all) in case 
my partner’s double was distribu- 
tional. If it was strategic, and he 
must bid hearts, then I can stand 
it. If it was strategie and his suit 
was diamonds, then he wags pre- 
pared to get to three anyhow when 
he doubled the spade, as I might 
have responded in hearts at the 
level of two. If my long suit were 
diamonds instead of clubs, I would 
pass unless I thought that I could 
cope with the situation in case my 
partner’s double were strategic. In 
other words, that if he bid four 
clubs over my three diamonds, the 
hand would he as safe as he ex- 
pected it to be in three clubs when 
he doubled the spade and was pre- 
pared to bid three clubs himself if 
I had a worthléss hand and no 
support for clubs. Or again, if his 
suit is hearts, my bid of three dia- 
monds would drive him to three 
hearts, a trick higher than he ex- 
pected to get when he doubled. I 
must, therefore, have at least three 
cards in both these suits in order 
to feel justified in bidding my dia- 
monds, If my diamonds are K Q 
J x x, I can expect these honors 
to take a trick or two for him, and 
eliminate one or two losers from his 
hand. If they were that poor six- 
card holding, then my justification 
for bidding would be a singleton 
spade plus three trumps for him in 
hearts or clubs. Of course, if his 
double were, after all, distribution- 
al, then he has diamond support for 
me and can show it by a raise. The 
fact that I bid over two spades is 
a constructive move and he should 
be able to rely on its meaning— 
that I can see a move ahead, and 
that at the worst the hand will be 
as safe at the higher level of bid- 
ding to which I have consigned us 
as it was at the level of bidding 
which he had foreseen when he 
doubled, for at that stage he was 
prepared for my hand to be worth- 
less both in high cards and in help- 
ful distribution. ,

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Are Newest Decorative Note 
By Josephine Walter 


Tablecloths 


HIS column is being conducted 
T for two purposes; to give you a 

brief survey of what is new in 
the decorating field and to answer 
your own personal problems in re- 
gard to specific decorating prob- 
lems. It is launched with the hope 
that it will prove stimulating as 
well as helpful. 


And now, let us hope that the 
first decorative news item does not 
prove too shocking. For dark col- 
ored table linens are definitely 
“in.” Having found how effective 
dark walls can be as a background 
for light-colored hangings, it was 
only one step farther to discover 
the jewel-like quality obtained by 
white or cream colored china and 
clear crystal glasses placed against 
a table cloth of brown, deep cobalt 
blue or dark emerald green. 


So now your table setting may 
be an integral part of the decora- 
tive effect of the dining room, for 
your table cloth may match either 
your walls or your hangings in 
tone, with your china or center- 
piece picking up the auxiliary col- 
ors of the room. In fact, it is even 
decreed that your table linen may 
utilize two of the colors of the room 
by being divided into halves with 
the two halves of different tones.

Q—I am building a house of Early 
American style and would like to 
have everything as authentic as 
possible. Should I use wide board 
floors in my living room? 

A—Contrary to present belief, our 
ancestors did not care at all for 
wide board flooring and usually 
used it only in bedrooms and kitch- 
ens because it was easier to cut 
and lay. Narrow boarding is almost 
invariably found in the “best par- 
lor” of these early houses, for the 
wide boards had more knot-holes 
and were more apt to warp and 
shrink. However, wide board floors 
have almost become traditional 
through their wide usage and if you 
have a special fondness for them, 
you have ample precedent for in- 
stalling them. 


Q—All the bedroom and closet 
doors in my house are of dark 
wood, which is very dreary looking. 
I should like to paint them the 
same color as the woodwork, which 
is cream colored enamel, but I have } 
been advised that it is very difficult 
to cover these doors with light 
paint. Could you tell me of a sim- 
ple method of accomplishing this? 
A—It is often true that the sap 
or oil on natural wood doors 
“bleeds” through a light colored 
paint or enamel. Giving the door a 
coat of plain aluminum paint will 
seal the pores and will also serve as 
a priming coat, thus eliminating 
one or more of the flat coats. In 
most cases, one coat of aluminum, 
one coat of flat paint and one of 
enamel will completely cover the 
old wood door. 


Q—I have a very lovely vase 
which has been in my family for 
several generations. It ig marked 
on the bottom with a’crown and 
the initials B. F. B. below. Could, 
you tell me what type of china this 
is and whether it has any value? 

A-—This is evidently a piece of 
Worcester ware which is very fine 


between 1813 and 1828 when the 
company was under the manage- 
of Barr, Flight and Barr. Although 
I cannot place any definite price on 
it, it should be quite valuable if it 
is in good condition.

And the cruel thing is, people 
can’t understand. They think 
you're lazy! Or cowardly! And it 
just breaks your heart to be mis 
understood like that. For you're 
not lazy or cowardly. Why, there 
isn’t a lazy or cowardly nerve in 
your whole body! 


You'd give anything to be like 
other people—able to face things— 
able to go ahead. But you just 
can't. And it’s all because you 
have an Inferiority Complex—an 
Inferiority Complex that you 
couldn't help; that somebody 
hung on you when you didn’t even 
know it was being done. 

That, in short, is the screed of the 
Inferiority Complexer. And as a 
sales talk, it has no peer. 


What do I mean, “sales talk?” 

I mean a patter whereby the 
broadcaster promotes, excuses and 
puts over that very laziness and 
cowardice he so scientifically de- 
nies. For—and this is the most 
vicious part of the racket—there is 
truth in his patter. Unhappy, hu- 
miliating, frightening experiences 
can plant a secret poison within us 
which will slow up action. 

BUT—and this is a point which 
the Inferiority Complexer invariably 
disregards—AS SOON AS WE 
KNOW WHAT IT’S ALL ABOUT, 
WE CAN ELIMINATE THIS MEN- 
TAL POISON FROM OUR S¥S- 
TEMS. 

WE CAN’T HELP GETTING IN- 
FERIORITY COMPLEXES; BUT 
IF WE ONCE UNDERSTAND 
WHAT AILS US, WE CAN FREE 
OURSELVES FROM IT AS. WE 
WOULD FREE OURSELVES 
FROM ANY OTHER MENTAL 
NUISANCE. 

In short, you don’t have to feel 
inferior an hour longer than you 
wish. Mama may have been mean 
to you—sister may have laughed at 
you—and your ego may have been 
dented as a consequence. But as 
soon as you realize the reason for 
your sensitiveness or timidity, you 
can begin eliminating it. 

Nor will you have any harder 
time making the grade than the 
fellow who didn’t have an inferior- 
ity complex. Courage and initiative 
are never spontaneous; must al- 
ways be achieved by struggle and 
discipline. And even if Mama hadn't 
laughed at you, you’d have had a 
tough time making yourself into a 
regular human being! 

“Then if it’s so easy te recover 
from an inferiority complex, why 
don’t we all do it?” 

Because it isn't “so easy.” It’s 
pogsible—but not easy. Real liv- 
ing is never easy. It’s much easier 
to hang back and pass the buck to 
the other fellow than it is to tackle 
the job on our own responsibility. 

Why is the world filled with Big 
Cry-Babies whining about their 
Complexes and Inhibitions? 

That’s why. Since science has in- 
vented such @ grand alibi for spine- 
lessness, why shouldn't they use it?
